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HYACINTHS 

One  of  the  most  universally  admired  flowers  for  the 
house,  lawn  and  garden.  They  have  been  called  “ Queen 
of  Spring.”  They  are  grand  for  bedding  and  they  can 
also  be  grown  indoors.  They  never  fail  to  bloom  if  the 
simple  directions  ard  followed. 

CULTURE  INDOOR — Plant  in  pots  with  light,  rich  soil.  Mix  with 
it  one-third  well  rotted  cow  manure.  Or  plant  in  our  prepared  Jap 
Bulb  Fibre  in  dishes.  Use  a 4 or  5 inch  pot  for  single  bulb  and 
7-inch  for  3 bulbs.  Fill  pot  one-half  full  of  compost,  place  bulb  in 
and  cover.  Don’t  force  bulbs  down,  but  have  soil  loose  under. 
Water  and  set  in  dark  place.  Keep  moist.  When  lower  part  of  pot 
is  full  of  roots  bring  to  light  as  wanted  to  bloom.  Don’t  put  in 
full  sunlight  at  once. 

FOR  GROWING  IN  GLASSES— Fill  Hyacinth  glass  with  water  so 
the  base  of  bulb  only,  touches.  Then  place  in  cool,  dark  cellar  or 
closet  for  10  days.  After  this  time  place  in  a light,  airy  place.  Don’t 
have  near  gas  light.  Change  water  to  keep  pure.  Don’t  allow  to 
freeze.  When  blooms  are  well  advanced,'  shower  water  on  them 
each  day. 

OUTDOORS — Plant  from  September  as  late  as  ground  will  permit. 
Fine  blooms  will  come  if  planted  in  February.  Light,  rich  soil  with 
one-third  well  rotted  cow  manure  is  best.  Dig  bed  a foot  deep  and 
to  raise  it  4 to  6 inches  will  be  beneficial.  Plant  6 inches  deep  and 
5 to  6 inches  apart.  Don’t  press  bulbs  down,  put  in  position  and 
fill  ground  over  them.  Covering,  with  litter  over  winter  will  help 
some.
